EDITORIAL... 


SHOULD GO SLOW ON 
THAT FREE MILK BIT... 

Liberal Leader Lester Pearson perhaps should go 
slow on that “free milk for students” bit aimed at boosting 
Canadian milk output. He might be unintentionally placed 
in the position of rendering the students a disservice, 
especially if nuclear testing continues apace throughout 
the world, Canadian pastures continue to accumulate 
fallout in ever-increasing quantities, and the strontium 90 
content of whole milk maintains or increases its potentially 
harmful level. We should hardly be responsible adults if 
we sanctioned making a gift to our young people of some- 
thing which we ourselves would not consider wholesome. 
We have already done them a great disservice (the 
adult population of the nuclear nations, that is) by permit- 
ting unclear testing to continue to the point where the 
health of the world’s people is in jeopardy and where- 
by we may have doomed the well being of people for gen- 
erations to come. The very least we can do now is protect 
them, as much as possible, from the nuclear hazards now 
known to exist, of which there are many and among which 
contaminated milk is believer to be suspect. 

It may well be that, glib-tongued politicians apart, we 
may have to reduce our Intake of many of the earth’s once 
good substances if we are to remain long on it in this age 
in which we have ruthlessly interfered with nature’s pro- 
cesses before we even began to come close to understand- 


ing them.

MARCH 6, 1913 

A meeting of a committee of citizens appointed at 
the recent public meeting to confer with the town council 
in reference to the adoption of a policy of permanent road- 
making met last evening. There were present, His 
Worship Mayor Beal, Reeye Kylie, Ald. Smale and Irvine, 
Warren and Adams and Messrs. Wm. Flavelle, F. W. Sut- 
cliffe, G. H.. Wilson, J. Boxall, G. Blackwell and W. W. 
Staples. The question of a basis for the decision of the 
proportion of the cost of the permanent pavements to 
the property abutting on the work and also to the general 
tax was considered and it was decided to recommend to the 
council that a basis of 60 and 40 be adopted for the main 
thoroughfare — 60 for the property and 40 per cent for 
general tax. The basis suggested will apply to Kent St. 
from Cambridge St. to the Market, William from Kent to 
the G.T.R. station and Lindsay St. to the C.P.R. station 
The committee was unanimous to urging on the council 
the advisability of having Kent St. and William St. pro- 
ceeded with as soon as possible.

The Sickroom Loan Service of the Canadian Red

ally, may be borrowed from the Red Cross Branch that 
operates a Loan Cupboard. Some larger centres even 
have hospital beds available.

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EDITORIALS.... 


WHAT THE PEOPLE HERE 
WOULD LIKE TO HEAR... 

With the current election campaign already well 
advanced, the people on the home front, both here and in 
most parts of Canada, must be finding it rather dull, The 
reason for this is obvious: They are not being told any- 
thing which is pertinent to them. 

What would the people here like to hear? .. , They 
would like to hear something from aspiring candidates 
which relates specifically to the home riding . . . What 
their candidate will endeavour to do for them if elected. 
Whether or not he intends to press for some of those 
things which are of vital concern to his home constitu- 
ents, For example: income and corporation taxes . . . 
Will he press for a general lowering of them as an incen- 
tive to the individual and business? 

Let’s not deal with the broad generalities of nuclear 
arms and other foolishness such as anti or pro American- 
ism... Let’s get down to the grassroots of the matter. 
Find out what the people here need most and campaign 
on that basis, making sure, of course, not to make idle 
promises but promise to carry these issues to the floor 
of the House of Commons. 

THE ONE THING TO BE 
ON GUARD AGAINST ... 

According to Babson’s Canadian Reports, the one 
things Canadians, especially those with liberal earnings, 
will have to be on guard against in the current election cam- 
paign will be a play on “fear and unreasonable emotion” 
by Prime Minister John Diefenbaker. The report observes 
under its “Ottawa News” column: 

“I London, as the Prime Minister of Canada savour- 
ed the pomp of the Guildhall, he must have wondered 
whether this granting of the “Freedom of the City” was 
the end of an era, or merely a splendid interlude. And 
similarly, did High Commissioner George Drew speculate 
whether arranging this tribute was the last service he 
would render to his chief, or would the latter again 
squeeze through the electoral turnstile? 

“For campaigner Diefenbaker—who began the fight 
of his life with rousing speeches to Ontario and Western 
Tories—London was the spiritual tonic he needed for the 
hustings ahead. Born vote-winners and leaders of men 
have to be larger than life—with a trace of the grotesque, 
in fact. Messrs. Churchill, deGaulle, Adenauer and, to 
a lesser degree, Diefenbaker share that odd quality which 
at once compels attention even on the part of those to 
whom it provokes dislike. 

“The Prime Minister is just enough ahead of his 
three rivals to be able to “swing” support to his party by 
a personal “tour de force”. To do so, he needs to play 
on fear and unreasoning emotion. And, even with a Cab- 
inet split and foes around every corner, Mr. Diefenbaker 
hopes to “pull a Macdonald” on his rivals. 

(In 1891, with hardly three months fo live, Sir John 
A,, Mr. Diefenbaker’s examplar won his fourth election in 
a row by those who feared domination from the United 
States. In fact, he took advantage of the same emotions 
which today, stand in the way of a trade arrangement 
with Uncle Sam. The same emotion, notable in External 
Affairs Minsifer Green, former Trade Minister Hees, and 
others, made the Diefenbaker government more than 
somewhat unpopular with the British government and 
people during the Brussels talks.) 

“Sir John’s slogan: “A British subject I was born, a 
British subject I will die”, won the 1891 election. Such 
a slogan could help Mr. Diefenbaker mightily in this. It 
might have as little logical basis as the Socreds’ “Vote 
Social Credit, you have nothing to lose” — but it might 
lure as many voters.”

except for a few years spent in 
Lindsay and Winnipeg. 

Funeral services was held in 
Roland United Church, Febru- 
ary 12th, with Rev. W. T. Mar- 
chant officiating. Burial was 
in Miami Cemetery.

True, many people are genuinely concerned about 
nuclear arms, but the fact remains that only the United 
States and Russia can decide whether nuclear arms will 
ever be used in anger. God forbid!

Ottawa — Newspaper classified advertising can he the 
real estate salesman’s biggest source of income, the On- 
tario Association of Real Estate Boards was told at its 
meeting here. : 

Ronald Sanderson of Toronto, vice-president of one 
of the biggest real estate firms in the province, told an 
advertising panel discussion that the small-ad column are 
a gold mine for salesmen. ; 

“It’s the only advertising media that I would spend 
a nickle on’, he declared. 

But he warned the 200 delegates at the panel that 
foo many real state ads repel rather than attract clients. 
Bad ad-writing is rampant in the real estate business, 
he said. 


“Show me a salesman who is making money and he'll 

turn out to be an ace ad-writer every time’’. he added. 

Mr. Sanderson said any real estate salesman can 
increase his income by 20 per cent by putting more effort 
into preparing attractive ads. No ad should be run twice 
without some rewriting. Repetition serves only to cheap- 
en the product offered, he said. 

“Read everything about classified advertising that 
you can lay your hands on”, he advised. 

More than 200 children die each year in Canada as 
a result of fire, according to the All Canada Insurance 
Federation. 

The majority of these children die in residential 
fires and adult carelessness is almost always a contribut- 
ing cause. The Federation, which represents 220 fire, 
automobile and casualty insurance companies in Canada 
recommend thess rules to protect your children. 


(1) Never leave a child alone. 

(2) When children are left in charge of a baby 
sitter, leave written instruction as to what to do in an 
emergency. ; 

(3) Baby sitters should know where you are going, 
and how to reach you. 

(4) Point out to the sitter the location of all exits 
and the telephone. 


(5) Emergency telephone numbers for local fire and 
police departments should be left near the telphone. 

(6) In the event of fire, wrap childern in blankets 
and get them out of the house first; then turn in alarm. 

(7) Call the fire department immediately, give your 

location at the first smell of excessive smoke or gas. 

(8) Keep doors closed should a fire start. Drafts 
help fire spread. 

(9) Never allow children to play with matches, 
lighters, or inflammable liquids such as lighter fluid. 


THE INSIDIOUS EFFECTS OF ALCOHOL 
Many of the effects of drinking alcoholic beverages 


are readily discernible. The loosening of the ordinary 


restraints in carrying on conversation and in laughter, the 
unsteady and staggering gait, and the incoherent speech 
the bleary eyes, and the stupor are marks of varying con- 
centrations of alcohol in the blood stream, and hence in 
the brain and nervous: system. 
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Lesser coneentrations of alcohol may have effects 
on the personality of the drinker that are less obvious 
to the observer, perhaps not even noticeable, but which 
may have far-reaching consequences. In a mimeographed 
copy of an address delivered by Samuel B. Hadden, M.D., 
psychiatrist at the Philadelphia General Hospital, these 
effects are described in this manner: 

“ven with the first drink a personality alteration 
may be noted. A warming glow usually follows the initial 
drink; it brings on a false sense of well-being. The per- 
sonality is affected, becomes less inhibited; the in- 
dividual is less resesrved, and confidence in his ability 
is increased. He may then enter into the activity of the 
moment with more confidence in his brilliance. How- 
ever, performance: tests by the score indicate that this 
first drink diminishes actual ability whiel it increases

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County jail employees here 
to fight council’s authority, 
will appeal to MPPs 


Victoria County jail guards, 
along with those of six other 
counties have decided to 
ight for a say in settlement 
of their wage grievances, now 
solely under the jurisdiction 
of their respective county 
councils. Representatives of 
these jail staffs, backed by 
respective Labor Councils say 
they are not going to take the 
“county council” method of 
wage settlement sitting down. 
Decision to ask each Progress- 
ive Conservative member of 
the Ontario Legislature to give 
support to the National Union 
f Public Employees case for 
repeal of section 89 of the 
Labor Relations Act, was 
made at a Toronto conference 

Victoria County Council as 
well as those of Peterboro, 
Brant, Middlesex, Norfolk, 
Elgin and Lambton, resorted 
to use of section 89 of the act 
in passing bylaws which out- 
lawed their jail employees 
from joining the NUPE in or- 
der to have union bargaining 
rights re wage grievances, etc. 

As a result, these jail guards 
have to abide by the decisions 
of their respective county 
council re wage grievances, 
hiring and firing and related 
matters. The Victoria County 
Property and Jail Committee 
reported recently it had learn- 
ed county council had sole jur- 
isdiction over these matters 
with the exception of certain 
fringe benefits. These are 
three weeks’ holiday after one 
year service, one and a half 
days per month sick leave. 
The committee recommenda- 
tion re these wage rates 


htrough the newly-formed 
Negotiating Committee will be 
presented to the March session 
of county council for consid- 
eration and settlement. 

The seven groups of jail 
employees feel they are now 
in @ worse situation than when 
they were employees of the 
Province and members in the 
Civil Service Association, prior 
to 1962 when the province 
amended legislation to make 
jail employees municipal em- 
ployees. “Unless the govern- 
ment repeals section 89 of the 
Labor Relations Act, the jail 
employees with no union bar- 
gaining rights, are out of the 
frying pan and into the fire”, 
President Malcolm Stevens of 
tke Lindsay and District Labor 
Council declared. 


“The conference decided 
against any action calculated 
to antagonize the public whose 
support, the jail employees 
feel they now have, or the 
government which is reported 
to be currently considering re- 
peal, of section 89. 

“A further conference is to 
be held after the Easter recess 
of the Legislature. Mean- 
while it was decided that each 
PC member of the house will 
be asked to give support to 
the union’s case for repeal of 
section 89”, he further dis- 
closed. 


“A very sore point’, con- 
tinued President Stevens, “is 
that there were no complica-

Oshawa, Feb. 28—General 
Motors of Canada reported 
Thursday that it spent a record 
breaking $575,000,000 ast 


year in Canada for materials 
S 


and services and payments in 
wages and taxes. Of this 
$218,000 was spent in Lindsay. 

GM’s 1962 spending total in 
Canada was $1,05,000,000 
higher than in 1962. The com- 
pany spent more than a milli- 
on dollars, exclusive of federal 
taxes and duties, in each of 
20 Canadian cities. The fig- 
ures announced today do not 
include those of six other 
GM companies in Canada nor 
of GM’s 1,200 dealers from 
coast to coast. 


“The company’s spending in 
Canada last year was at the 
rate of two-and-a-half million 
dollars every working day. 
Payments were made to five 
thousand large and small busi- 
nesses in every part of the 
country”, said E.H. Walker, 
president. 

Wage and salary payments 
were $89,000,000, up $16,000,- 
000 over the previous year. 
Employment at year’s end 
stood at 16,000, an all-time 
high. Production of 267,000 
cars and trucks during the 
year was the highest in his- 
tory, ; 

As in former years, nearly 
one quarter of the money GM 
spent in wages, salaries, ma- 
terials and services went to 
the people and industries of 
Oshawa. This amounted to 
$127,600,000 in 1962. Spend-

Recently I wrote a column 
based upon one of my own 
aphorisms. The many favor- 
able responses from readers 
made me feel like the singer 
who has made a recording and 
wakes up a week later to find 
that he has a smash hit on his 
hands. 


In answer to their wishes 
what can I but graciously give 
an encore or two? Occasionally, 
in succeeding columns you will 
come across my aphorisms and 
a discussion of what lies behind 
them. When letters begin 
coming in saying, in effect, 
“Enough is enough,” I'll quit. 

Here is today’s aphorism: 
“The physically healthy are 
often in greater discomfort 
than the sick.” 

Let me try to figure out what 
I meant when I wrote that. It 
seems evident — not too deep; 
Just that we bear our illnesses 
differently. 

In walking down the corri- 
dor of a hospital, I sometimes 
look upon those adjacent doors 
as opening to little cells in 
which lie those convicted by 
illness. For some it will be the 
Last Mile; for others, a minor

illness which will not keep 
them in the hospital cell for 
more than a few days. 

Yet, the surprising thing is 
often those convicted of minor 
illness are the more difficult 
patients to handle. They com- 
plain about nursing service, 
about the food, about the mat- 
tress — about everything, They 
are the typical grouches. Both 
nurses and family members 
shiver at the thought of having 
to open the cell door and visit 
with them. 


On the other hand, there are 
those walking the last mile. 
They know they have cancer 
or serious heart disease, They 
know that someone has said 
“suilty” and handed down a 
most severe sentence. Never- 
theless, I have so often found 
them to be good natured, hope- 
ful and noncomplaining. It 
seems that for most, the real 
philosophy of life 
through only when they are 
face to face with extinction. 


Whatever the nature of ill- 
ness, the emotional outlook 
and philosophical temperment 
patient contributes 
greatly to his comforts or dis- 
comforts.

EDITORIAL... 


The time: March 10, 1936 
The place: The House of Commons, Ottawa 
The subject: Canada-United States Trade Agreement 
The member of parliament: Mr, Percy J. Rowe 
The Record: “House of Commons Debates Official Report” 
Mr. Rowe: (Then member for Athabaska and now living 
in semi-retirement on his Janetville district farm). 

“Mr. Speaker, I intend to vote for this resolution on 
the principle that half a loaf is better than no bread. I 
say advisedly, “on principle” because I do not see even 
half a loaf and it would take a microscope to discover 
even a crumb. However, consistency and logic demand 
that I vote for the crumb. Surely it must be clear to 
every impartial person that tinkering with tariffs will 
not solve our problems. If it would, the experimentation 
with the tariffs during the last seventy years by both 
major parties of Canada would have accomplished some- 
thing. I conceive it to be the inescapable moral and legal 
duty of this house to find a way to distribute the vast 
wealth of this country among the Canadian people. 
Everyone agrees that great wealth does exist in this do- 
minion. 

“J was in the museum on Sunday looking at the tools 
and the culture of our Indians and Eskimos, and it struck 
me what an object lesson for the people of Canada this 
was, for these simple primitive people had at hand only 
their traditions, their folk lore and the simple culture of 
ages past, and yet what amazing skill and ingenuity they 
applied to the problem of living. We today have inherited 
the accumulated knowledge, culture and science of all past 
ages, and yet in the midst of an admittedly incalculable 
abundance of everything, we have failed to find a way to 
distribute equally, justly and fairly among the Canadian 
people the vast wealth that everyone agrees exists in the 
country . One might carry the metaphor even further 
and refer to the Scriptures: “Go to the ant, thou slug- 
gard; consider her ways, and be wise.” Surely we who 
have preached brotherhood for centuries and have even 
talked about a religion that is beyond the compass of the 
human understanding, must admit that we have neither 
the morality nor the intelligence of insects because the 
ants and bees have their co-operative commonwealth, 
their industrial democracies, in which each individual, in 
return for the labour that he gives, is guaranteed all the 
necessities of life.” 

Still later in his address to the Commons, Mr. Rowe 
makes this significnt remark which is just as apt today 
as it was 27 years ago. “The only purpose of government 
is to minister to human needs, to represent the people, 
to promote and safeguard their welfare. That is what 
people pay taxes for. It may be that some of us here — 
I would include myself, because | have seen something 
of the temptations to which apparently people succumb 
when they get a good salary and a good deal of comfort 
— forget the people who sent us here, the people who 
pay the taxes. Perhaps that is natural, but I am suggest- 
ing that we bring to the solution of this problem all of 
our manhood, all of our sincerity and energy, and work 
together to find the answer. I appeal to every member 
of this house, not as members of any party, but as cifi- 
zens of Canada, elected and paid, as | am and as we all 
are, by the rest of the citizens of Canada to promote and 
safeguard their welfare, to consider earnestly and sin- 
cerely how we may together solve these problems for all 
the people.” 

Those are just a few of the views expressed by Mr. 
Rowe in 1936 and now, 27 years later, when Canada is 
in process of returning a new government, we wonder 
how many of the aspiring candidates are really interested 
in putting service to all Canada ahead of party and per- 
sonal gain or comfort, yes, even their own riding am- 
bitions? To narrow it down, how many candidates in 
this riding have, so far, told the people they are asking 
to support them, just what they (as individuals, not 
party ‘yes men’) plan to try and do for the country when 
they get to Ottawa? We, as a newspaper, would like to 
see some straight-forward talk on this subject ... The 
time has obviously come when party interests must take 
second place in the real needs of the nation’s people. If 
ever there was a time when men with sound ideas and 
jintent of purpose were needed in Ottawa, if is now... 
We really haven’t come very far since 1936, in spite of 
impassioned pleas by such men as Mr. Rowe to get down 
to brass tacks and really serve the whole interest of the 


country.

CHARGES WARSHIPS FIRED 

The Soviet Government has charged that two Ameri- 
can warships fired on a Soviet fishing vessel last March 
eighth some 70 miles east of Norfolk, Virginia. The 
charge was made in a note published in Moscow today. 
FLOODS HIT FIVE STATES 

Ramping floods which hit five southern U-S states 
have claimed at least 12 lives . . . possibly 15. Triggered 
by melting snow and heavy rains, the floods poured 
through narrow Appalachian Valleys into Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, West Virginia and Virginia. Some 30- 
thousand persons are homeless. Mudslides isolated 
three passenger trains in Tennessee and made many 
highways impassable. Kentucky was hardest hit. Offici- 
als have asked President Kennedy to proclaim the east- 
ern parts of the state a disaster area. Federal and Red 
Cross authorities are due there today to aid flood victims. 
Damages are severe. One six-county area in Virginia, 
alone, suffered an estimated five-milion dollars in losses. 
STARTED REMOVING TROOPS 

The Communist newspaper Pravda told the Soviet 
people today that the Kremlin has started removing 
troops from Cuba. The dispatch said the last of four 
ships left Cuba on Sunday and another vessel is now in 
Havana loading more troops to bring home. Secretary of 
State Rusk said last night it could lead to a serious situa~ 
tion if Soviet forces act against Cuban citizens. He also 
warned against Communist attempts to interfere with 
U-S aerial reconnaissance of Cuba. 
COMPLETES TALKS 

U-S -Presidential Envoy Livingston Merchant com- 
pleted talks with government leaders in London today. 
Diplomatic sources said Merchant received tentative Bri- 
tish backing for the American-proposed polaris surface 
fleet. They say the approval came despite Britain’s pre- 
ference for a fleet consisting entirely of submarines, as 
agreed upon in Nassau last December by President Ken- 
nedy and Prime Minister MacMillan. 
AT CONFERENCE 

At the Geneva Disarmament Conference this morn- 
ing, the United States offered to let the Russians keep nu- 
clear test ban inspectors out of any area containing sen- 
sitive defense installations. The Soviet Union turned 
down the proposal . . . saying it is an attempt to involve 
the Russians in something they want no part of. The 
Soviet delegation also renewed the oft-repeated charge 
that the U-S is trying to stall the conference with techni- 
cal details. 
ESCAPE TO WESTERN SECTOR 

West Berlin officials disclosed today that 13 East 
Germans dug a 60-yard tunnel and escaped to the Western 
sector of the divided city last night. The refugees in- 
cluded a blind woman who was guided by her sister . . . 
and a 70-year-old grandmother who was hauled by a rope. 
The East Germans spent two hours huddled at the West- 
ern end of the tunnel just eight yards from Communist 
border police—afraid to leave it until Western police 
arrived.

Twenty-eight years ago last 
month, the Lindsay Kiwanis 
Arena was officially opened 
and the feature attraction was 
a game put on by the Toronto 
Maple Leaf hockey team. The 
weather was bitterly cold out- 
side, but the Arena was pack- 
ed for the eccasion. At that 
time some ten or so rows of 
theatre seats were located a- 
bove the dressing rooms at the 
south end. The late Don Os- 
borne was manager and pro- 
moter for several years, intro- 
ducing wrestling and dancing 
during the summer season. 
Later a bowling alley was built 
in place of the seats in the 
south end which was operated 
by Mr. Osborne. An unfortu- 
nate fire demolished the alleys 
and part of the south end of 
the arena, but this was re- 
built adding an extra floor ley- 
el on the front end which 
was developed as a recreation 
centre. 

At opening time the Hughes 
Cup, the Forbert Cup and other 
trophies were contested in the 
arena with the fwo and three 
night sessions often carrying 
on till two or three o’clock in 
the morning. Seems Little 
Britain and Omemee were top 
contenders in the non-0.H.A. 
ranks at that time. 

Originally, natural ice coy- 
ered the 180 x 80 foot ice area, 
however a few years later arti- 
ficial ice was installed and as 
many as six provincial cham-

pionships were won in the Ki- 
wanis Arena in one season in 
the various categories such as 
O.H.A., 0.M.H.A. and 0.R.H.A. 

After the trophy tourna-! 
ments started to wane, the Pe- 
terborough Legion hockey Club 
used the arena as their home 
ice and packed in the fans in 
every nook and corner. Toronto 
commercial teams also gave it 
a go at the local ice palace pro- 
viding senior brand of hockey.

It was in 1955 after a lengthy 
debate that the local Kinsmen 
Club put the band on its feet 
with a donation of $2500, and 
the band became officially 
Known as the Lindsay Kins- 
men Band. Since that time 
they have never regretted 
that expenditure. 

In 1958 Kin magazine print 
ed a full page article, with a 
picture of the band. In 1959. 
Kin magazine once again paid 
tribute to the club project 
with these words, “Sponsors 
of the Lindsay Kinsmen Band 
since 1955, the band is now 
well known all over Ontario 
and has won many prizes. A 
costly but money-well-spent 
project, again stressing Kin’s 
main object”, “The Commun- 
ity’s Greatest Need”. 

Also in 1959, an article on 
the District 8 convention 
stated “greatly enhanced by 


the band association, to keep 
their bandsmen supplied with 
the best instruments available, 
good music (averaging $100 
per selection for a 65 piece 
band) smart uniforms, insur- 
ance, travelling expenses, etc.

EDITORIALS.... 


THE MANNA CANADIANS ALMOST GOT... 

Canadians won't be receiving any manna from Ottawa 
this year, at least the shipment has been delayed and pro- 
bably won’t arrive at all unless the John Diefenbaker crew 
is returned to man the manna train . . . That’s the word 
from the chief engineer who Monday let his countrymen in 
on a secret which, until then, had been a closely guarded 
one — so much so that even his fellow crew members ap- 
parently didn’t know the nature of the cargo their train 
was carrying. The manna referred to was, of course, a 
shipment of bullion in the form of tax cuts (including per- 
sonal income) aimed at bolstering sagging morale and 
giving tax-weary Canadians some incentive to carry on. 

According to the chief engineer, it was the opposition 
parties, particularly those Liberal villains who were to 
blame for the manna train’s derailment. This revelation 
will no doubt come as a shocking piece of news to Cana- 
dians of whatever political stripe and it can only be as- 
suaged by the fact that the alleged saboteurs of the chief 
engineer’s manna train knew not what they were doing 
..- The secret was too well guarded. Who knows, perhaps 
some of his,own crewmen would have worked harder to 
get the shipment through had they known the nature of 
the cargo their train was hauling. And, if the long-suffer- 
ing taxpayers had known, they might have given it a shove 
up some of the steeper grades. 

Van, just think of the manna we missed! But then look 
at what we got . . . an opportunity to contemplate what 
might have been! 

IT’S A SHAME... 

It's a shame — or almost so — to keep pointing to 
the failure of the now defunct Diefenbaker government to 
cope with the administration of Canadian affairs where it 
counts most for the average citizen of the country — their 
pocketbook. But the facts are impossible to ignore and 
another cropped up just this week as a reminder of the 
country’s spurious economic condition. We refer, of 
course, to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics latest dis- 
closure on the cost of living which notes that a new all- 
time record high has been established. 

It is an undeniable fact that the country’s living cost 
trend was unmistakably influenced by the nation’s 
economic policies under the Progressive Conservative 
government’s administration. The devalued dollar, all 
forecasts to the contrary, has been a contributing factor 
but it is only one. Perhaps the greatest single abetting 
factor has been the government's inaction on matters 
which could have contributed to a lower cost of living in- 
dex. What, for example, did the PC administration do to 
lower the cost of running the country’s affairs, wasteful 
as they have been in the extreme as shown by the Glassco 
Report, but apparent to anyone with half an eye to see 
long before it became public? What did it do to make the 
way of the average wage earner just a little easier in the 
face of soaring living costs by way of tax reductions? In 
short, what did it do? 

It is almost a shame to keep harping on the subject 
but the days of tolerance for ineffective, shilly-shallying 
government have heen longer than the country can really 
afford to bear. Even long-time Conservatives, loyal to 
the party for years, freely admit that the recent PC ad- 
tinistration has doomed the future of the party for years 
to come . . . 20 years is one Conservative estimate. 

IT WILL BE SURPRISING... 

Tt will be surprising if Liberal Leader B. Pearson 
hasn't cost his party a lot of votes by promising a new 
flag for Canada within two years of the election of a Li- 
beral government. The fact that Mr. Pearson made the 
announcement was in itself very surprising, especially 
since the vociferous and powerful Royal Canadian Legion 
went on record several weeks ago as favoring the con- 
tinued recognition of the Canadian Red Ensign as Ca- 
nada’s official flag. It will be even more surprising if the 
Liberal leader hasn't put his foot in a hornet’s nest which, 
when the hornets start looking for the one who upset 
their home, should more or less obscure the anti and pro 
American issue. 

Either Mr. Pearson has grassroots information (con- 
trary to that the influential Royal Canadian Legion) to 
the effect that the majority of Canadians want a new flag, 
or he has been spending too much time in those camps 
which would divorce Canada from the Commonwealth fold 
by removing all trace of the nation’s forebears from its 
flag. The Red Ensign leaves no doubt as to the country’s 
blood ties, giving prominence as it does to the Union 
Jack. 

It would appear that the Liberal leader may haye 
done the equivalent of waving a red flag in front of a 
bull by advocating the replacement of the Canadian Red 
Ensign as Canada’s national flag, a position it has held 
with dignity for countless years.

THE ONE BIG PROMISE 
WE'RE WAITING TO HEAR... 
AND A FEW OTHERS 

Both the Liberal and Progressive Conservative 
party leaders are promising various things in their 
election campaigns but so far neither has undertaken to 
make the one BIG promise the majority of the electors 
are waiting to hear: “If-elected, | promise to stop need- 
less spending of public funds and implement the Glassco 
Report without fear or favour.” 

Or course, there are one or two other promises the 
taxpaying electorate will no doubt like to hear but their 
chances grow more remote by the hour, These would 
include: “I! promise to eliminate the present discri- 
minatory income tax which gives members of parliament 
preferential treatment, even though they earn far more 
money annually than the average income tax payer” ... 
“T promise to really work at the ob of being a member 
of parliament, not just go along for the party ride as a 
“yes” man.” .. . “I will do all in my power to bring to a 
halt the payment of welfare benefits when there is no 
earthly evidence of their need (old age pensions to mil- 
lionaires, for example). . . . “Even if a minority govern- 
ment is returned to office, I promise, if among those elect- 
ed, to set aside party politics in favour of working for the 
best interests of the country”. ... “I promise to stop 
promising to give you something for YOUR money and 
promise to try to let you keep most of what you earn so 
you can get something for yourself.” And so on and so 
forth. 

These probably will never become widely expressed 
politically promises and will likely only result in 
several more politicians making a mental note to use his 
influence (if elected) to unseat a number of newspaper 
editors who have expressed subversive thoughts, but no 
one will ever be able to say we didn’t try to suggest some 
promises the people would like to see voiced, and fulfilled, 
by the next successors to the Fathers of Confederation. 


UNWORRIED CANADIANS 

According to a recent public opinion poll, the major- 
ity of Canadians are only mildly worried, or not worried 
at all about the probability of an atomic war. As the poll 
was taken a few weeks ago, it may not represent true 
Canadian opinion tomorrow or a month hence. 

Tt is an interesting mental exercise to speculate on 
why Canadians should face their future or lack of it with 
such admirable calmness. Certainly, there has lately been 
less international bomb-rattling than there was a year 
ago. Citizens, instead of being urged to build bomb 
shelters for themselves, are being reassured by statements 
from more or less authoritative physicists to the effect 
that the effects of bombs, barring direct hits, may not be 
as great as they have been encouraged to imagine. They 
are told now that the ordinary house cellar will provide 
protection from the worst effects of radiation. Members 
of parliament are now barely setting out on electioneer- 
ing trips that will take them far from the V.LP. bomb 
shelter built for them near Ottawa. J 

Of course, the lack of worry may arise from the fact 
that Canadians in 1963 have so much more to WOrry a- 
bout that they can spare little time for contemplating 
the atomic or hydrogen bomb. —The Printed Word 
BACK TO PHONETICS 

Canadian mothers of schoolchildren are reported to 
be in revolt against modern methods of teaching reading 
by the “look-say” method. The revolt started in Mani- 
toba and has spread across Canada, as parents have dis- 
covered that children who have been taught to recognize 
words by their shape, with the aid of pictures, are at sea 
when it comes to reading another word of similiar shape 
out of its pictorial context. A child, for example, who 
has learned to reconize the word “horse” will give the same 
sound to “house” when he comes across it. 

Theory behind the look-say teaching method seems to 
spring from the fact that adults usually do not spell out 
word to themselves in reading, but take them in a glance. 
What is forgotten is that the adults learned to read by the 
good old phonetic system, by which they were drilled in 
the sound of letters and taught how to combine the sounds 
into words. Automatic recognition of words came later, 
after some months of practice in the elementary steps. 

The mothers are opposed in their revolt by the teach- 
ers who have been instructed in look-say methods of in- 
struction at their normal schools and do not like to admit 
that the methods are wrong. Some school principals are 
quite dogmatic in defence of the look-say method, al- 
though they rarely come in contact with the lower grades 
of their schools, where they might discover for themselves 
how efficient the system 1s. Some principals, not under- 
estimating the power of the mothers, will admit privately 
that the mothers’ case is a good one, With the c0-Opera- 
tion of intelligent primary teachers they are allowing the 
phonetic system to be bootleged into the school, with ex- 
cellent results, 

In at least one city, some mothers have been scour- 
ing second-hand bookshops for outmoded readers and 
spelling books, so that they can teach their children at 
home by old-fashioned methods. The happy booksellers 
have raised prices, —The Printed Word 
IMPERFECT SYMPATHY 

So many misfortunes happen every day that it is not 
practically possible to accord to each an equal measure of 
sympathy. Some saints may manage it, but they are rare. 
Some wrifers, such as Thomas Hardy, can gain relief by 
infusing their works with their own sense of the essential 
malevolence of the gods. The ordinary mortal, neither 
saint nor artist, must ration his smpathy for his fellow- 
sufferers if he is to retain his sanity. 

Sympathy seems to depend on the quantity of shock 
delivered by any misfortunes, rather than on the number 
of people affected. One is more greatly grieved by the 
death of a neighbor’s child in a motor accident than by the 
starvation of a million people in China or India. 

The human desire to alleviate human misery is also 
conditioned by distance, The lot of the Canadian Bskimos 
and Indians rightly calls for practical charity from their 
more fortunate white neighbors. They should command 
more support than natives of more distant countries who 
may be just as miserable, but who can be written off as 


other people’s responsibility. 

The sum of misery seems to increase despite the best 
efforts of the charitable. Perhaps the best way to soothe 
one’s social conscience is to do what one can for those 
near at hand, in the full knowledge that one’s best efforts 
can have little more than an infinitesimal result in making 
the world a better place than it is. _—The Printed Word 
STATUTORY INCREASES 

by C. J. Harris 

There is a “statutory” increase of $250,000,000 a year 
in the federal government’s expenditures on health and 
welfare, Senator Wallace McCutcheon noted in his ad- 
dress to the annual meeting of the Social Planning Council 
of Metropolitan Toronto. In other words, even if there 
are no additions to or changes in the health and welfare 
program, there is an additional annual cost of a quarter of 


a billion dollars simply to carry on with measures pre-... 


viously passed by Parliament. 

The Senator went on to say that the 1963-64 esti- 
mates. if they had been presented before dissolution, 
would have provided a budget of $1,855,000,000 for health 
and welfare, That figure can be taken as a pre-determined 
minimum, pre-determined by statute no matter what 
party or parties may form the next government or when 
the budget may be brought down. And, in fact, that 
amount will be less than half of the country’s total spend- 
ing in this area in the coming year. 

Operating outside of the federal budget. but also 
pre-determined by statute, is the old age security pension 
fund. Since there is at the present time an annual in- 
crease of about 25,000 persons in the 70-years- and-over 
age group, the fund’s payments automatically increase by 
about $19,500,000 a year. Cost of the program for the 
coming year, provided the $65 monthly pension remains 
unchanged, is estimated at $754,000,000 and it is predicted 
that revenues from the special taxes that support the 
fund will fall short of requirements by $56,000,000. The 
operations of the pension fund, incidentally, provide a 
good illustration of the way welfare costs balloon under 
the impetus of enlarged benefits. There have been three 
pension increases since July of 1957. In that year there 
were 797,000 pension recipients and payments from the 
the fund totalled $379,000,000; in the coming year there 
will be 977,000 recipients and, as noted, the fund's pay- 
ments will be $754,000,000. 

Finally there are the considerable sums spent on 
health and welfare by provincial and municipal govern- 
ments, for the year just ending the total here will be not 
less than $1,100,000,000, and the increase for the coming 
year will be not less than $100,000,000. 

As Senator McCutcheon realistically told the social 
planning group in Toronto, the country has to have a 
pretty healthy rate of economic growth to do more than 
keep up with the automatic increase in health and wel- 
fare costs. —tThe Clip Sheet

CHECK EQUIPMENT 
BEFORE SPRAYING 

If orchard spraying takes too 
much time, take a careful look 
at the equipment for filling the 
sprayer. Is the water supply 
close to the orchard? Do you 
waste time driving the sprayer 
to and from the distant water 
supply. If there is no water 
right at the orcnard have you 
considered hauling water by 
truck to the sprayer or to a 
supply tank in the orchard? 
Have you thought of a farm 
pond, or of using a large catch 
basin on a main tile drain as 
a water supply? If the orchard 
is large you may need more 
than one place to fill up. 

If the job of filling up takes 
too long consider a larger valve 
on the overhead supply tank. 
Is the outlet arranged conven- 
iently so that you can drive 
under it easily and not have 
to do a lot of backing to get 
into the right position? 

Is your overhead tank large 
enough and is the capacity of 
your water pump large enough 
to maintain the water supply? 

Where do you keep your 
materials, measures, and 
scales? Right beside the water 
supply? Or do you like to 
waste time walking for it? 

Are there wet spots in the 
orchard where you get stuck 
every spring? The best an- 
swer may be underdrains; 
larger tires on the sprayer and 
a crawler tractor may be need- 
ed too. : 

Remember to drain the 
water from your spray outfit 
after you try it out the first 
time and again ever night if 
youre applying dormant sprays 
on fruit trees. So long as we 
have freezing temperatures at 
night, there is danger of the 
pump being damaged,

Mustn’t publicize recipients 


of welfare, Act 


Publication of the identity 
of any person or persons elig- 
ible for or receiving welfare as- 
sistance is against the regula- 
tions according to the General 
Welfare Assistant Act. 

This information came to 
light in a review of the Wel- 
fare Act. 

Article 7 of the Act states 
WE “No municipality 
shall print for public distribu- 
tion, broadcast, or post up in a 
public place, or cause to be so 
printed, broadcast or posted 
up, the identity of any person 
as a person who is eligible for 
or receives assistance: ... .” 

A recent report by the pre- 
sent welfare administrator had 
stated that a Lindsay woman

Financial troubles cited, 
service station operator 


draws susp 


Lindsay service station oper- 
ator, Samuel H. Mitcheti, was 
placed on suspended sentence 
for two years, Wednesday, fol- 
lowing his conviction on a 
charge of public mischief laid 
by Lindsay police last week. 

Mitchell was: charged with 
intent to mislead by circula- 
ting false statements regarding 
an alleged hold-up at his sta- 
tion February 28. 


Police Chief John Hunter 
told the court of being called 
to the service station on Ange- 
line St. north (highway 35 or 
the old Fenelon road) and find- 
ing the accused “pacing up 
and down”. 


“There was blood and some 
bruises around his ear” said 
the chief, “and when I asked 
him what had happened, he 
said that he had been hit over 
the head and robbed”. 


The accused told the officer 
that three men had pulled up 
to the station in a black car, 
and while one of them stayed 
in the car, the other two came 
in and asked for supplies. 

One of the men had pointed 
his hand in his pocket and 
said “This is it” and had hit 
him over the head with a piece 
of rubber hose and taken 
money from his wallet, and 
some from an envelope he kept 
in a drawer. 


The phone wire had been cut 
continued the officer and pa- 
pers were strewn around. 

He said that a call had then 
been put in to the OPP and a 
description of the men broad- 
cast. 


Following further investiga- 
tion the accused was again 
questioned, and told the police 
that he had hurt his ear on a 
door and that there had been 
no hold-up, and it was all a 
fabrication of his own doing.

Pickersgill charges: 


M trying to weep his way back into office 


Says opposition couldn’t 
prevent the government 
from presenting budget 


Midland, March 8, (UPI) — 
Prime Minister John Diefen- 
baker has been charged with a 
ery-baby approach to politics 
and trying to weep his way 
back into office. 

J, W. Pickersgill, in a speech 
at Midland, Ontario, today said: 
The Prime Minister is telling 
the voters he had good inten- 
tions and wants another chance 
to fail once more.” 

Pickersgill said a 14-minute 
radio message by the Prime 
Minister on Monday was filled 
with complete untruths. 

“In the 14-minute broadcast 
1 counted 28 statements that 
were not true,” Pickersgill 
said. “That is two untrue 
statements a minute.” 

In reviewing the Prime 


Minister’s speech, Pickersgill| 


said there was nothing to stop 
the government bringing in 
estimates except the fact they 
were not yet printed. Diefen- 
baker had claimed the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives would 

. have brought in estimates 
which would have started li- 
terally thousands of projects 
all across Canada. 


Although Diefenbaker said} 


his government was ready to 
bring down the budget, 


Pickersgill said the opposition 
could not prevent a govern- 
ment from presenting a 
budget. 

Pickersgill asked why there 
was no budget in January. 

He said Diefenbaker had 
charged the Liberals with de- 
laying the budget by asking 
amendments to provide contri- 
butory old age pensions while 
they knew allowances to the 
armed forces and public 
services would be added. 

Pickersgill asked how the 
Liberals would know these 
facts when the budget was a 
secret. 

He said the Prime Minister 
charged the Liberals knew the 
government intended to bring 
in tax incentives but again 
Pickersgill challenged, “How 
could we have known when 
the budget is a secret?” 

Pickersgill said the feed 
grain assistance proposal was 
never introduced in parlia- 
ment, although the Prime 
Minister said his government 
would have had it in effect. 

Pickersgill also charged that 
no legislation was introduced 
about: the Glassco report, 
Senator McCuthcheon was told 
to get busy and carry out the 
recommendations, he said.

Ops fire protection costs 
to advance $3,000 yearly 


There is a strong indication 
that fire protection costs for 
Ops Township will be increased 
about $3,000 per year. Lind- 
says council decided Monday 
night that $3,000 should be ad- 
ded to the present retainer fee 
Of $1,000 now paid Lindsay by 
Ops for part of fire protection 
costs as suggested by commit- 
tee report.

It takes more than a good 
hockey team from this side of 
the pond to win world hockey 
championships was the im- 
pression left by the playing 
coach of the World Champion 
Whitby Dunlops, Mr. Syd 
Smith, as he addressed the 
sportsman’s dinner at the Rec- 
reation Centre. Syd Smith for 
jyears a star player and a team 
captain of the Toronto Maple 
Leafs, went from the sublime 
to the ridiculous as he de- 
scribed playing conditions in 
both amateur and professional 
hockey over recent years, and 
also the apalling obstacles in 
the path of the World amateur 
player. He mentioned his ex- 
periences playing in minor 
hockey on one of the then few 
open air rinks in Toronto, 
then to Junior ranks and fin- 
ally the pro circuit. At that 
time a player could be trans- 
ferred to a farm club on short 
notice if his playing did not 
measure up to the coaches ex- 
pectations whereas now the 
players have more protection 
as they have to be waived by 
the other clubs before they 
can be sent down. Now, how- 
ever, players have little 
chance of dodging the respon- 
sibility of goals scored against 
as thousands of dollars each 
year are spent in filming every 
game and all defensive moves 
are carefully analyzed at the 
following practice session. He' 
also pointed out the improve- 
ment in salaries and pension 
plan ever since his days as a 
pro. 

The speaker also dwelt at 
some length on his experi- 
ences with the Whitby Dun- 
lops from the start of training 
to the completion of their 
world tour. Their first diffi- 
culty was to get out of the 
habit of body and board check- 
ing. In tournament play un- 
der European rules there can 
be no boarding and body 
checking is premitted only in 
a teams defensive zone. The 
team played some fourteen 
games in Europe prior to the 
tournament in an attempt to 
get used to playing in below 
zero temperatures and pos- 
sibly in snow, sleet or rain.

RAISING BLOOD PRESSURE, 
IN CORONARY 
THROMBOSIS ATTACK } 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: What is 
Levarterenol? My husband) 
had a severe attack of coronary | 
thrombosis recently. Our 
doctor said that is what saved) 
his life was this drug. will you, 
explain? Mrs. I. | 
Comment: When there is a 
sudden cutting off of a great) 
part of the coronary circula-' 
tion of the heart by an occlu- 
sion (blocking) of an artery due} 
to thrombosis, the patient often! 
goes into shock. He perspires 
profusely, his face becomes 
weak and irregular — all be-| 
cause his ‘blood pressure’ 
plummets. Not too many years! 
ago the routine treatment of) 
such a patient was giving mor-| 
phine to neutralize severe chest 
pain, oxygen, and injections) 
of adrenalin. 
In recent years, realizing the) 
need to keep blood pressure 
up so that the heart could con-| 
tinue to put out sufficient 
blood, and so that the veins 
could bring back enough blood; 
to the heart, we often give the| 
patient Levarterenol (or Sim) 
lar drugs). Their purpose is to 
constrict (narrow the flabby| 
vessels) and raise the blood| 
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pressure. 

The doctor usually gives the 
drug as part of an intravenous 
drip in large quantities of glu- 
cose and distilled water. Asin 
your husband’s case, this can 
be life-saving. Mild shock 
quickly responds, the drug 
bringing the blood pressure 
back to a level over 100 sys- 
tolic. 

In addition we still give 
oxygen and drugs to control 
the pain. Although we hesi- 
tated to give digitalis years ago 
during the acute atack, we now 
know that it can be effectual in 
overcoming congestive heart 
failure (sometimes a complica- 
tion of the coronary attack). 
In other words, the modern 
treatment of the attack is more 
than just standing by “hoping 
for the best.”

Many patients have been 
helped, therefore, by treat- 
ment with antibiotics. After 
the swelling diminishes, the 
condition can be improved by 
a fitted elastic sleeye which 
extends from the wrist to the 
shoulder. At intervals the arm 
jis compressed pneumatically 
jby a special contrivance.

President Kennedy plans separate meeting today 
with the six Central American Presidents to put in motion 
a declaration signed yesterday. The declaration calls for 
increased U-S aid to speed up economic progress in Cen- 
tral America .. . and new measures to strengthen the area 
against Communist subversion from Cuba. 


LARGER ROLE 

British Foreign Secretary Lord Home told a NATO 
Council meeting in Paris this morning that Europe should 
have a larger role in the NATO nuclear defense setup. 
British sources report he said it would be a political 
mistake if the U.S. dominated the field entirely. 
He suggested the proposed force be under the command 
of a Wuropean. However, Home reportedly made it 
clear there must be no weakening of the Western al- 
liance. 


PROTESTS FRENCH TEST 

The United Arab Republic has reported the latest 
French nuclear test and urged that a nuclear test ban 
treaty be signed without delay. The U.A.R. delegate 
to the Geneva Disarmament Conference said nuclear 
tests anywhere are “an evil and a crime”’.’ The 
American delegate—Charles Stelle—earlier urged the 
conference to begin serious negotiations on measures 
to halt the risk of accidental nuclear war.

French President De Gaulle and his cabinet meet 
today to battle the worst wave of labor unrest he has 
faced in his five years in office. Some 200-thousand 

' coal miners haye been on strike for 20 days. Utility 


workers are set to walk off their-jobs in a four-hour 


sympathy strike . . . and air Prance officials say 17- 
thousand ground personnel haye scheduled a similar 
work stoppage. 


ASIAN PRINCESS 

An American girl became an Asian Princess to- 
day. Twenty-two-year-old Hope Cooke from New 
York City was wed to the Crown Prince of Sikkim in 
a solemn, centuries-old ceremony at the Royal Palace 
in Gangtok.

WELL, THEY'RE AT IT AGAIN 

Well, they’re at it again ... The leaders of the two 
old line political parties are trying to woo the 1963 
yoters with promises of more handouts. The latest 
overture is a joint effort with the Progressive Conser- 
vatives trying to outbid the Liberals for the support 
of parents of children over 16 and under 19 who might 
still be persuaded to stay on in school if it meant get- 
ting the family allowance (baby bonus) for a couple 
more years. 

This, of course, calls for some farsighted econ- 
omic planning by the politicians .. . . The promising 
parties have to look ahead to the day their party is 
elected (if it Is) when they can cast about for a new 
place to put the bite on the taxpayer, a touchy ma- 
neuver now that the poor creature is showing signs of 
becoming sensitive to tax bites. 

The latest overture is really a masterpiece of 
economic master-minding. Here we have a country 
which finds itself with an unemployment insurance 
fund that constantly threatens to go broke, a budget 
that no one has been able to balance since heaven 
knows when, and then two, allegedly responsible, po- 
litical leaders come along and say in effect: “You 
support us, we'll see that you get the family allowance 
a whole lot longer. We don’t know where we're 
going to get the money to pay you but leave it to us 
.... Jet us do the worrying until you find yourself 
with a higher income, sales or some other kind of tax 
bill to meet, then you take over the worry job while 
we cook up a new deal to detract attention from the 
family allowance fiasco.”

SHOULDN'T BE TOO HARD 
TO FIGURE OUT,.... 

Despite the fact that the Ontario Dept. of Trans- 
port put drivers’ permits and automobile license plates 
on sale much in advance of former years. there was still 
a number of people who either had to line up for the 
last minute rush or didn’t make it by the deadline at all. 
The early sale did very little towards spurring the people 
to buy. It shouldn't be too hard to figure out why. 

Among the reasons which might be advanced are: 
(a) The average person has a heck of a time meeting 
any bill in mid-winter with fuel costs taking a big bite 
out of income at regular intervals; (b) There was no 
incentive to buy early (cash discount), so why part 
with interest-earning money before you have too; (c) 
Most people really don’t mind a line-up .. . . look 
how they form ranks for a good show, political rallies, 
etc. They find the lineups kind of interesting and 
have a grand time griping about the way things are 
handled, the weather, the price of food and any num- 
ber of topics which have mutual appeal. 

As we have said before, if you're going to get 
people to part with money, for whatever reason, be- 
fore it is just and legally due, you're going to have 
to offer some inducement. A saving by buying early 
is about the best anyone has come up with yet. Why 
not apply it licenses? It might beget better results

A MARKED DEGREE OF INCONSISTENCY 


A news report heard on Thursday suggested that

KILLING TWO FISH WITH ONE STONE 

A constant search goes on today for new ways of 
producing food. In “The Farming World’ programme 
broadeast each week in the BBC General Overseas Ser- 
vice, John Newell talked about the idea that came to an 
enthusiastic young biologist, Mr. Tes, who works for Bri- 
tain’s Central Blectricity Generating Board, for combining 
the production of electricity with the production of fish. 

“very power station uses an enormous amount of) 
water every day in its cooling system”, Newell pointed 
out. “But while the water is doing its job as a cooler it 
gets heated up, and then itself has to be cooled down in 
the enormous and costly erections known as cooling 
towers, Mrs. Iles and his team of research workers be- 
lieve that it might be possible to replace cooling towers 
by ponds, several square miles in extent, into which 
water from power stations could be emptied and which 
could be kept therefore at a temperature of around 60 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Now this is the best temperature for 
breeding tropical fish, like the Malayan tilapia, the 
Nile perch, or the Indian marsia. These all provide good 
food in their native countries and there is no reason, at 
least in theory, why they should not do the same in Bri- 
tain. The warm waters that nutured them could be re-cir- 
culated through the turbines of the power station when 
they had lost some of their heat, warmed up again and 
brought back to the pond to provide fishmongers with 
more exotic delicacies. 

“Tropical fish are only one possible way of making 
use of this wasted heat from power stations. The same 
biologists are also investigating in mussels, not a a food 
source, but as a nuisance, because clusters of these crea- 
tures block up the inlet pipes of the water supplies to 
many power stations. And, they reasoned, although oy- 
sters are considered a luxury today, in the last century 
they were one of the staple protein foods of the poorer 
classes in Britain. : 

“This research may prove valuable in Britain, but it 
should prove far more valuable in the developing coun- 
tries of the world. If the huge capital cost of a nuclear, 
or even of a conventional power programme could be 
partly offset by coupling it with a new means of food pro- 
duction, then this investment would be far more accept- 
able. The main objection to the idea in Britain is the 
value of the land taken up by the fish ponds which would 
have to be built. In many developing countries the land 
needed for such ponds could be purchased very cheaply.”

HEALTH HAPPINESS AND SUCCESS 

Health, happiness, success — these three — probably 
the most common wishes expressed to young and old, are 
bound up in most of mankind’s seeking, striving and 
yearning. These are often the goals set for the gradu- 
ate, as well as for the man or woman about to retire, 
and even for children. 

But as the \ate Eleanor Roosevelt once said, happi- 
ness is not a goal, it is a by-product. And the same might 
also be said for health and success. 

Certainly it would seem that to some extent these 
three aims are interdependent. Perhaps the following 
paragraphs, taken from a recent speech given by Vice- 
President & General Manager W.H. Cruickshank are re- 
levant. Addressing a large group at a luncheon meeting 
of the Quebec Division of the Canadian Mental Health 
Association, he said that no industrial organization is 
achieving its ful energy and skill potential, that industry, 
having learned the wisdom of caring for its workers’ phy- 
sical welfare, must now concern itself with their mental 
health. 


such critical letters, however, are reminded that the 
Dominion President and The Legionary are carrying 
out the instructions given them to publicize the flag 
resolutions passed unanimously by two successive 
Dominion Conventions of the Royal Canadian Leg- 
ion—at Halifax in 1962 and at Windsor in 1960.

It is significant that not one 
delegate out of the one thousand-odd who represented 
their branches at these conventions spoke against the 
resolutions, and in each case the vote for the Cana- 
dian Red HWnsign was unanimous. 

“Of course, as Judge C. C. Sparling, the Legion’s 
national leader, said in his letter to the Prime Minister 
which was reproduced in full in our February issue, it 
would be foolish to suggest that every last member 
of the Legion approves of the choice of the Canadian 
Red HBnsign. In an organization of 250,000 members 
this would be too much to expect. But the conyen- 
tion vote and the letters to the editor in this issue are 
a clear indication that those in opposition to the offic- 
ial national policy of the Legion constitute only a 
small minority. The membership of the Royal Cana- 
dian Legion being a real cross section of the Canadian 
people—high and low, rich and poor, of many racial 
backgrounds, with different political and religious af- 
filiations and living in every part of Canada—it is the 
firm belief of The Legionary that the Legion’s stand 
on the flag issue truly reflects the feelings of the ma- 
jority of the Canadian people. 

“That is why we asserted in our February issue 
that the Canadian Red Wnsign is the only flag that 
stands a real chance of being recognized as the na- 
tional flag of Canada. In spite of 17 years of cam- 
paigning since the Senate-Commons flag committee 
sat in 1946; despite millions of inches of free space in 
the letter colmns of daily newspapers and Magazines, 
not one of the more than 3,000 other designs proposed 
has made a lasting impact or obtained a real following 
across the ocuntry. 

“As we said in the Webruary issue, the plain fact 
is that by right of history, tradition, long useage ag 
well as official pronouncements, the Canadian Red 
Fees is to the majority of our people the national 

lag. 


“Psychological success is essential to real achieve- 
ment” he said. “A successful man must feel psychologi- 
cally successful, 

“., . any attempt to give employees real responsi- 
bility in a climate of trust and truly high expectation can 
contribute to the mental well being of the individual in 
industry and of our whole industrial population.” 

The Toronto Area Vice-President defined mental 
health as an ability to live in harmony with one’s achieve- 
ment. It implies ability to survive, to compete, to acquire 
skills consistent with ability to obtain satisfactions, to 
accept and to live with or overcome personal limitations 
and finally, to accept the consequences of one’s own he- 
haviour, : 

“’Mental health cannnot be equated just to happiness 
and security”, he said, “for no human is completely happy 
or completely secure or completely self-sufficient. In 
fact, some insecurity and some unhappiness must be re- 
garded as normal, perhaps desirable. 1 believe these 
factors to be health motivating forces for the individual 
and society. —the Blue Bell. 


FALLING BARRIERS 

Recent studies of employment practices in the 
United States suggest that the barriers against older 
job seekers are beginning to break down. 

An inereasing number of employers are reject- 
ing age restrictions on the grounds that many middle- 
aged and elderly workers not only have valuable and 
needed skills and experience but are more likely to 
stay with the company than are restless young 
workers, 

The U.S. federal department of labour in a 1956 
study of job openings in five cities found that 58 per- 
cent carried upper age limits, while 42 percent of total 
openings actually stipulated applicants under 45. 
The latest such study shows only 39 percent of open- 
ings in the same cities carried maximum age limits; 
those specifying applicants under 45 had declined to 
26 percent of the total. 

Illustrative of the tread is the newly opened 
major department store in Dallas which imposed no 
maximum age limit when hiring its work force last 
summer and as a result has 200 employees whose ay- 
erage age is 52. (‘We've taken these people on be- 
cause we expect them to do more for us than young- 
er folk,” says the’ boss.) 

A tannery in Illinois will hire no one under 45, 
“We've found older workers are of better quality”, 
says the vice-president. 

An insurance concern in Connecticut likes old- 
er workers mainly because, in the words of the per- 
sonnel director, “they are subject to less turnover. 
You don’t haye nearly the training and recruitment 
costs that you do with younger people. These are 
very, very expensive.” 

The sales staff of a Texas oil refinery is almost 
entirely made up of salesmen over 45, younger men 
having been gradually replaced on the basis of per- 
formance, and a San Francisco law college won't 
hire any teacher under 65. (The oldest is 83). 

Of course, these particular swallows don’t add 
up to a job-filled summer for all older folks. Those 
who have low skills and limited education continue 
to pose the hardest empoyment problem of all, in 
Canada no less than the U.S. - 

But the knowledge that age is becoming less 
and less a barrier to employment and that qualifi- 
cations and capacity are what count is something 
from which they too can draw a measure of satisfac- 
tion. 

It’s never too late to learn—and the probabili- 
ty is that in the years immediately ahead many 
more men and women in their sixties and seventies 
—eager to remain producers as well as consumers 
—will want the chance to prove it. 

The increasingly rapid rate at which the pro- 
portion of older workers in the labour force is rising

2,000 miles off course 


Oregon Robin 
rare bird 
around here 


A bird entirely foreign to 
this area has been photo- 
graphed and classified by lo- 
cal ornithologists as being 
2,000 miles from its natural 
habitat, and the first of its 
kind ever seen here. 

Classified as a Varied Thrush 
or Oregon Robin, the bird 
very robin like in appearance, 
but strikingly unlike in detail 
of color has been observed for 
the past few weeks at a feed- 
ing station at the Norland 
home of Assistant County En- 
gineer Dave Valentine. 


Dave told “The Post” that 
after observing the bird for 
some weeks he had made a 
number of colored slides 
which were shown to some of 
the members of the Lindsay 
Nature Club. 


“They, like myself”, he 
said “are mystified at the ap- 
pearance of this bird, and are 
at a loss to explain why the 
bird would be 2,000 miles 
from its natural home.” : 


Its usual range is down the 
west coast from Vancouver to 
California and very seldom is 
seen’ even as far east as Alber- 
ta, he added. 


“Although”, he supplied, “it 
seems to be a trend with some 
of the wild life, as a number 
of birds not natives of this 
area have seen this winter.” 

But this is the first one to 
be so far from home, he noted.

Dymond Discusses Health in Ontario 


Child Safety. 
Winter Fun 


Matthew B. Dymond, MD, CM. 
Ontario Minister of Health 


While winter is often still yery 
much with us during March, the 
weather is warmer, the sun shines 
more brightly, and snow and ice 
begin to melt rapidly. It's a time 
for parents to be especially watch 
ful of youngsters playing in near- 
by excavations, on ponds, lakes 
or rivers, for while the ice may 
seem thick it may be snow cover- 
ed and softened by the sun, and 
not bear even the weight of a 
child. 


Skating on normally safe, well|s 


frozen waterways may suddenly 
be unsafe, after a few days of 
warmth and sunshine, so child- 
ren should be cautioned to skate 
only on rinks at this time of year. 

Although ice-fishermen are usu- 
ally very careful to mark the 
holes through which they have 
been fishing before leaving them, 
some markers may become cover- 
ed over, hiding a patch of very 
thin ice through which a child 
might fall. Similarly, ice has a 
tendency to form long cracks on 
large bodies of water, exposing 
dangerous gaps. A slight snowfall 
is sometimes enough to conceal 
such cracks, so the chances of 
falling through thin ice are al- 
ways present. 

The best way to prevent acci- 
dents of this kind is obviously to 
stay off the ice, but despite this 


and 


wise philosophy many an acci- 
dent may happen with thin ice 
this year as in past years. 

What would you do if you saw 
someone who had fallen through 
the ice? The Jast thing to do, ad- 
is to run out on the ice after 
him, as you would probably fall 
through yourself. If a sturdy 
branch or rope is available, try 
to get one end of it to him, stay- 
ing on firm ground yourself if 


possible. If not, and there are 


ankles. If you are alone, a5 a 
ast resort, try to edge out toward 
ice to spread your weight, pull 
him up out of the ice and both 
lying stretched out. i 

Often a person can rescue him- 
self from ice if he has any sharp 
objects—a penknife or ideally a 
pair of ice awls—by which to 


gradually pull himself out.

Hutton lashes out at municipalities 


opposing fire protection cost hike 


Councillor Joseph Hutton, 
Monday, loudly denounced 
municipalities opposing Lind- 
say’s proposed increased fire 
protection costs. 

In order to keep the suspect- 
ed smouldering disapproval in 
rural areas, under control, 
Lindsay’s council has decided 
to invite representatives of 
municipalities concerned to 
meet with them and discuss the 
proposed pros and cons of the 
increased costs. Then Lindsay 
will definitely decide and 
legislate accordingly what 
fhese increases if any should 
be. 

Council authorized Fire Com- 
mittee Chairman Ernest Mac- 
Calder to make arrangements 
that representatives of Ops 
and Fenelon Townships and 


Pleasant Point meet as soon as 
possible with Lindsay Council. 


Proposed increased fire pro- 
tection costs: Ops Township - 


a retainer fee of $4,000 upped 
from $1,000 plus $150 for each 
township call; Fenelon Town- 


; Ship and Pleasant Point — a re- 
tainer fee of $500 upped from 
$200 plus $150 per call. 


Reeve Lloyd Found, who 
had obtained opinions on the 
matter at last week’s county 
council said the municipalities 
concerned thought the retainer 
fee was high for the amount of 
fire protection coverage. “This 
increase of $3,000 to the Ops 
retainer is big,” he said, adding 
“J wonder if an increase of 
just $1,000 instead of the 
$3,000 should be made. We 
should ask Ops and the other 
representatives to meet with 
us on this and other increases.” 


Finance Chairman Taylor 
was assured by Mr. Found that 
Ops residents did not receive 
reduced fire insurance prem- 
iums due to Lindsay fire pro- 
tection. They are more than 
500 feet from a fire hydrant, 
he explained, adding “this in- 
crease of $3,000 is a pretty 
hard wallop they can ill af- 
ford.” 


Councillor Joseph Hutton: 
“1 think it unfair anyone in 
Fenelon Township should start 
squawking. They want free 
fire protection. $200 per 
year they paid. We have bought 
two $35,000 pumpers in the 
last five years. They want 
something for nothing, Fire 
protection cost me and you six 
six mills. 1 think they have a 
h--- of a lot of gall. If they 
don’t want to pay, cut them 
off.”

rich or poor, good or bad are 
against nuclear weapons. This 
may be because we love our 
fellow men or just because 
we are thinking of ourselves 
and have the very natural de- 
sire of all men and creatures, 
namely to live. 

Second: the real problem 
which has ‘the best minds of 
many of the great men of the 
Western world studying far 
into the night is how to prevent 
the Communist world from 
using their nuclear weapons 
upon us and thus ending not 
only our own lives but our ciy- 
ilization, which has been 
built up so laboriously over the 
centuries by Christian men 
and women of many races. In 
this respect we know that we 
are faced by the Communist 
state of Russia, with at least 
250 million people, plus many 
more in the satelite countries 
and the Communist state of 
China , with 700 million people, 
and further that Russia already 
has a terrific nuclear power 
and that China may well ex- 
plode its first big bomb this 
year. 

We also know that China is 
preaching a doctrine of de- 
stroying our Way of life by 
force of arms. Is anyone so| 
gullible as to believe that they 
can bet deterred from this pur- 
pose by us failing to be ready 
‘o defend ourselves? Does 
anyone really think that we 
should not defend ourselves at 
all? If we are to defend our- 
selves and not with nuclear 
weapons (when our enemies 
will surely have them) how 
far back in history and wea-|

Fifth — Appeasment was 
tried by many countries in 
Europe in the days of Adolph 
Hitler but all to no avail and 
thousands of the finest of 
young men of many nations 
had to die horrible deaths on 
the land, on the sea and in the 
air to correct the mistakes 
made by the appeasers of that 
day. Let us learn by history, 
by experience and by the suf- 
fering of the last two gener- 
ations to remain strong and 
free.

I wanted to turn around and 
say “I am a doctor and your 
symptoms are quite like those 
of angina pectoris. Better see 
your doctor as soon as you 
can.” But I didn’t and is still 
bothers me; even though I was 
asked by a stranger some years 
ago under similar circum- 
stances, not to be a Buttinski.

From the American Aca- 
demy of Pediatrics I have just 
received a news release which 
cals attention to the dangers 
of fatal poisoning in young 
children from substances not 
ordinarily considered poison- 
ous. 

It tells of a 244 year-old 
who found a fifth of Bourbon 
and drank most of it. He 
soon became unconscious. At 
the hospital, examination of 
his blood showed a danger- 
ously high percentage of al- 
cohol. He was really “dead 
drunk.” The doctors perform- 
ed an exchange transfusion of 
about five pints of blood, and 
after 14 hours of coma he re- 
vived. He had a monumental 
hangover for a few days and 
recovered. In partial summary 
the pediatrics report: “This is 
a prime example of nearly fat- 
al poisoning from a substance 
that most parents probably do 
not regard as a poison.”

Bay and La Macaza can protect 
Toronto and Monteral was ar- 
rant nonsense. It must have 
made the cities of Maritime 
and Western Canada believe 
that the state department re- 
gards them as expendable.

John rocket which is meant to 
deliver a nuclear punch against 
a city with THREE TIMES ex- 
plosive power of the Hiro- 
shima bomb.””

THE LEADER IS ONLY ONE MAN 

In these pre-election days the leaders of the oppos- 
ing or contesting parties are in the full glare of the elect- 
jon stage spotlight. This is natural since it is to them 
that the electorate looks for leadership in party policy 
pronouncements. But are we too pre-occupied with party 
leaders, so much so that we fail to properly assess the 
qualities of the candidates who will serve under them? 


After all is said and done, the leader is only one man 
and not a very effective one at that unless he has the 
right kind of men around him. He can get nowhere at 
all without a capable cabinet and efficient riding repre- 
sentatives. It is for this reason that we urge readers 
in these last two weeks before the election to give care- 
ful consideration to the candidates in this riding. Look 
them over, learn something about their background and 
get to know as much as possible about them before de- 
ciding who you are going to support at the polls. The 
ealibre of man we send to Ottawa after the election 
will have a direct bearing on the type of government we 
may expect to receive.

RUSSIA LIKES THE CANADIAN 
POLICY ON NUCLEAR ARMS... 

Russia is pleased with Canada’s attitude towards nu- 
clear arms and says so in the current issue of “The Soviet 
Union Today” in an article by Vasily Ardatovsky entitled: 
“New Horizons”. 

The article deals with the Russians hopes for bring- 
ing about an end to nuclear testing and world disarm- 
ament. In its reference to Canada, the article states, 
quote: “The Soviet public has noted with satisfaction 
that the top circles of Canada well understand the world 
situation as it stands now, in 1963. Attention was 
drawn toa recent statement by Canadian Secretary of 
State for External Affairs Howard Green, who pointed 
out, notably, that in the event of a war, Canadian cities, 
lying between the world’s two biggest nuclear powers, 
would be destroyed. He stressed that Canada was deep- 
ly interested in disarmament”. 

‘The article then goes on to present a plausible case 
for world disarmament and to indicate that Russia has, to 
use the writer’s own words, “met the West more than 
halfway” in disarmament proposals. 

What the article neglects to point out is that Mr. 
Green’s statements were made when United States, and 
indeed Canada, were threatened by Cuba-based Russian 
nuclear missiles and Canada was caught in the middle 
with nothing. worthwhile talking about to defend itself 
with. Canadians will not likely scon forget the period 
ox indecision and inactivity which marked the nation’s 
stand in that hour of greatest world peril. 

It is true that all people of goodwill would like to 
see an early end to nuclear weapon testing and the 
achievement of world disarmament but how many people 


- themselves — defenceless, or virtualy so, in a world 
armed to the teeth with nuclear weapons. 


SOCIAL CREDIT LEADER 
HITS THE NAIL ON THE HEAD 

The leader of the Social Credit Party in Canada — 
Robert Thompson — gained in political stature as a re- 
sult of the account he gave of himself and his party in a 
t.v. question and answer appearance this week. 


Mr. Thompson showed himself to be honest and 
forthright in that he doesn’t believe in sugar-coating the 
pill which some political leaders would have the elector- 
ate swallow.

REPOTTING HOUSE PLANTS 
1S BEST DONE IN SPRING 

Although repotting should 
be done whenever necessary, 
the best time is in the spring, 
say horticulturists with On- 
tario Department of Agricul- 
|ture. House plants require 
repotting when the plant has 
grown too large for its present 
container and the pot has be- 
come full of roots; or when the 
soil has become exhausted and 
the plant is not thrifty. 

When repotting older plants 
use a mixture consisting of 7 
parts loam, 2 parts peat plus 
1 part rotten manure, and 2 
parts sand. Soil for potting 
plants can often be purchased 
from garden centres or stores 
selling horticutural supplies. 

Dump the plant out of its 
old pot by turning the pot up- 
side down and tapping the rim 
of the pot on the edge of the 
bench, keeping your fingers 
over the soil to prevent the 
plant from falling. Place some 
pieces of broken flower pots 
or pebbles to ensure good 
drainage in the new pot and 
add a little soil; put in your 
plant and add soil on all sides, 


gers or a narrow slat of wood, 
and by tapping the pot on the 
bench. Do not fill the pot com- 
pletely, but leave 4% inch at 
the top for watering. 

One of the most common 
causes of unthrifty plants is 
poor drainage in the bottom 
of the pot. The drainage hole 
often becomes plugged with 
soil so that excess water can- 
not drain away. This causes 
roots to decay. To correct this 
condition replace the drainage 
material in the bottom of the 
pot. 

Giving too much water is 
another common cause. Water 
only when the soil shows signs 
of becoming dry. Too much 
fertilizer will also cause root 
injury which will reflect in the 
leaves. The best corrective is

Question scavenger’s bill, 
want an itemized account 


A request to a local scay-{ 
enger for an itemized ac- 
count as to the number, type 
of animal, and the areas in 
which they are picked up, is 
to be made by the Lindsay 
Health Board. 

Skepticism regarding the 
number of dead animals pick- 
ed up by the town scavenger 
was brought under discus- 
sion at a meeting of the 
board. 

It was noted by Inspector 
Newbigging that $165 was 
paid out last year for the re- 
moval and burial of dead ani- 
mals which worked out to a- 
bout $2.00 each. 

He was remarking on the 
fact that the dead animals 
were being taken tc the dump 
and buried, and was informed 
by Dr. Codlin that the Act 
called for the digging of a 
trench to dispose of the ani- 
mals. 

The doctor also felt it was 
the responsibility of an own- 
er to see that a dead animal 
Was properly disposed of, and 
that the scavenger should 
take only strays, or unclaim- 
ed ones, 

“Where would he get that 
Many animals, or is a squirrel 
regarded as an animal” was 
the question from some of the 
Members, who agreed there 
Seemed to be very few of 
them around.
